WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court refused today 
to consider the case of Tyler Kent, 
code clerk in the American iKm- 
bassy in London who was con- 
victed in a_British court of violat- 
ing the British official war secrets 
act and sentenced to seven years 
imprisonment, 

Kent’s mother, Mrs. Ann H. P. 
Kent of this city, asked the high 
tribunal to aid in bringing about 
his return to the United States. 
Her attorney, Don M. Harlan of 
Detroit, presented to the court a 
permission to file a 
petition for a writ of mandamus. 
He said the writ if granted would 
cal] on President Roosevelt to de- 
termine the cause of Kent's deten- 
tion and, if wrongfully held, to de- 
mand his release. Harlan said the 
President would be required to 
use “all acts short of acts of war” 
to enforce such a demand. 

The State Department reported 
that American diplomatic immu- 
nity for Kent was waived by Am- 
bassador Joseph P. Kennedy after 
Scotland Yard informed Kennedy 
that Kent was suspected of trans- 
mitting to a German agent copies 
of abstracts of documents useful 
to the enemy. 

Mrs. Kent’s petition questioned 
the right of the State Department 
to waive immunity for Kent. It 
contended that Kent, in order to 
be released properly to the British, 
would have had to waive immunity 
in his own behalf with the consent 


ofithe United States Government. | 


The attorney argued that “the 
Constitution follows the flag” and 
insisted.that Kent was under pro- 
tection of the Constitution while 
employed as a clerk in the Ameri- 
can Embassy.

It said that “since we believe 
that the international issue far 
overshadows the domestic issue in 
importance, since we believe that, 
unless the United States does ac- 
tually win the peace for which its 
young men are fighting we shall 
have at best only a fugitive few 
years before another war engulfs 
us, we arrive at the conclusion 
that the Democrats and Mr. 
Roosevelt are a wiser choice-than 
the Republicans and Mr. Dewey.” 

“With all Mr. Roosevelt’s incon- 
sistencies in the field of foreign 
policy ... "the Times said, “the 
fact remains that, in the single 
greatest crisis of our times, when 
Britain stood alone as the outpost 
of civilization against the dark 
forces that threatened to engulf 
us, Mr. Roosevelt saw the issue 
clearly and met the issue boldly.

Chattanooga Times Which Backed 
Willkie Now for F. D. R. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Oct. 16 
(AP).—The Chattanooga Times, 
which supported Wendell Willkie 
for President in 1940, called to- 
day for the re-election of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. (The Chattanooga 
Times is under the same owner- 
ship as the New York Times.) 

Re-election of the President, the 
Chattanooga paper said in an edi- 
torial, is “the only way they (the 
American people) can signify that 
their demand is for American co- 
operation with all peace-loving na- 
tions to*banish war.”

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Economic Conundrum 


Never in the history of this nation has so dif- 
ficult an economic conundrum been presented 
to an agency of the Federal Government as what 
prices to fix on goods which, come V-E day, will 
again be in production for the American people. 

A few. days ago Chester Bowles, the OPA Ad- 
ministrator, outlined the myriad tugs and head- 
aches involved in the determination of pricing 
policies for automobiles and parts, refrigerators, 
sewing machines, washing machines, vacuum 
cleaners and other electrical household appli- 
ances, radios, phonographs, pianos, heating and 
cooking equipment, clocks and watches. These 
metal-using industries in the consumer durable 
goods fields have not been allowed to produce 
for civilians since early in 1942, so new ceiling 
prices may be needed for them all. 

The goods listed above, according to the per- 
suasive statement of Mr. Bowles, make up over 
85 per cent of the value of all items needing a 
reconversion price. Hundreds of miscellaneous 
items constitute the remainder. About 20 con- 
cerns make four-fifths of the items which will 
soon come back into production, but the rest are 
made by almost 25,000 firms of varying size. 

The year before Pear] Harbor the value of the 
products made by these two.types of metal-using 
producers of durable consumer goods was 6.5 
billion dollars, about a twelfth of the entire con- 
sumer expenditure that year. What it will be 
in the year following the collapse of German re- 
sistance will depend on the extent and rapidity 
of reconversion, the pace of the Pacific war, con- 
sumer spending power and desire, to name but 
a few of the main factors. 

OPA’s No. 1 Man declares that while the prob- 
lem is substantial from an administrative point 
of view, “it is smaller than others which we have 
handled successfully in. the past.” 

The objective OPA seeks in setting these ceil- 
ing prices for new goods will be the maker’s own 
1942 prices before he converted from peace to 
war goods. Because of this, Administrator Bowles 
insists that “any manufacturer who is planning 
to put new civilian goods on the market at 1942 
prices or less knows now that his ceiling prices 
will NOT be lowered. As soon as production 
and man-power controls are released, he can 
proceed at once.” . 

Most consumer durable goods industries have 


- had increases in wage rates and some in materials, 


but OPA’s experience with industries under price 
control has indicated that profits moved up 
sharply in cases where the price ceiling has been 
lifted but a small fraction of the equivalent of 
the rise in costs. Therefore Mr. Bowles suggests 
that “production for most companies can be re- 
sumed at approximately 1942 prices.” 

The new prices will be set through industry- 
wide conferences in Washington, where the mag- 
nifying glass will be turned upon the volume an 
industry expects to attain; what it plans to pay 
for labor and materials; its hopes as to increased 
efficiency due to advance jn the state of the arts, 
and for lower sales costs. But if arise over 1942 
levels seems really needed, an increase will be 
given because, Mr. Bowles says, “We will make 
every effort to set ceilings at a point that will 
lead manufacturers to expand, not restrict, their 
production.” 

The 25,000 smaller manufacturers will be han- 
died with kid gloves, for OPA is well aware that 
any delay on its part would hit them harder than 
the huge concerns. The Administrator shows his 
awareness of this by authorizing each of the 93 
district offices to set the final ceiling prices for 
all reconverted products not on the key list of 
12 major items. A complete plan, including pric- 
ing standards for the smaller firms, has been de- 
veloped, The exact timing will vary from item 
to item, and controls will be lifted as soon as 
they can be safely removed. 

All of which makes sense, both in itself and 
in the light it throws on the careful way the 
OPA policy group is handling this new phase of 
pricing policy. Last year the principal consumer 
items under price control had a retail value of 
78 billion dollars, or 85 per cent of all consumer 
spending, and covering food, clothing, rent, fur- 
niture and furnishings, fuels and many service 
trades. . 

While those now in effect will continue vir- 
tually in present form, the OPA executive be- 
lieves that the treatment of prices on reconverte 
ed civilian products must serve six important 
ends: (1) Encourage maximum production, by 
prices which will yield good profits on volume 
production; (2) Be easy to apply, with OPA deci- 
sions made rapidly; (3) Encourage continued pay- 
ment of high wage rates; (4) Continue to protect 
the public against fast rises in living costs; (5) 
Not contribute to such farm collapse as after 
World War I; (6) Lead to the elimination of price 
controls as quickly as there is no danger of an 
inflationary rise in that particular field. 

Well begun is half done, and the least we can 
say is that OPA has made a good beginning on 
the price policy for the change-over to peace, 
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Hungary Gives Up 

The Nazis still hang on at Aachen, but; their 
last stronghold in Central Europe crumbles with 
the armistice plea of harassed, unhappy Hungary. 
So the last Axis ally in Europe prepares to take 
its leave of the sinking ship. Italy, Finland, Bul- 
Zaria, Romania—all are out of the Hitler line-up. 
The Fuehrer’s rule continues, precariously 
enough, only in the Reich itself and in the rem- 
nants of the conquered territories. 

Hungary, a Kingdom without a King, ruled by 
an Admiral without a navy, was a Hitler ally by 
reason of a common ruling-class ideology and a 
desire for spoils. Following jackal-like on the 
Nazi wave of aggression, Hungary gained slices 
of Czechoslovakia, Romania and Yugoslavia, and 
aped its masters with a rule of brutal repression. 
Its armies fought on the Russian front, and now 
the surging Red Army has struck back to knock 
another satellite out of the war. 

With Hungarian capitulation, the door to Aus- 
tria and on into the Reich is opened. Fortress 
Europe shrinks day by day, and brings nearer 
the concentration of fire on Fortress Germany. 
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Gen. Hershey Explains 
So complete an explanation of his views on de- 
mobilization has been made by Maj. Gen. Lewis 
B. Hershey, Selective Service Director, that the 
subject should now be eliminated from the par- 
tisan controversies of the presidential campaign. 
His statement at a press conference about 
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keeping men in the Army after the war ends was 
merely a “personal opinion in a field over which 
I have no responsibility,’’ Gen. Hershey says. The 
Army and Navy plans announced since that date 
have made the official policy something entirely 
different. The General indicates his embarrass- 
ment over the undue emphasis that has been 
placed on his statement, disavows any intent to 
create policy for the administration and states 
frankly that in politics he is a Republican. 

Gen. Hershey's candid statement ought to be 
the last word in a controversy that never did 
have any proper place in the campaign. 
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The Quadrennial Frenzy 

Now, as the campaign goes into its closing 
weeks, is the time when one word leads to an- 
other and pretty soon words are swarming all 
over the place, as otherwise good friends, duti- 
ful children, fond parents and benign uncles and 
aunts find themselves on opposite sides in the 
Great Debate. 

When Hitler said democracy was alecadent, it 
proved he knew nothing about what goes on in 
the United States in every presidential year: the 
arguments, the handwringing, the oaths, the

The sun will 
still shine in the heavens, the waves will still Jap 
on the shores, friends will smile ruefully or gaily 
at each other and Old Glory will still wave over 
the United States of America. 
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The Meaning of Formosa 

With the continued: bombing attacks on For- 
mosa, our forces come in sight of a goal which 
has been long and bitterly contested in the pre- 
vious island-by-island progress. For Formosa lies 
athwart the hitherto safe sea lanes from the Jap- 
anese home islands to Southern China, Malaya 
and the Indies. If the attacks succeed only in 
cutting those lanes, the Japs will be cut off from 
supplies of strategic materials, and the days of 
its forces in the Indies will be numbered. 

There is reason to believe, however, that the 
assault has the more aggressive purpose of tak- 
ing Formosa and making it a base for further 
operations. Only a narrow channel separates 
Formosa from the China coast. Give us Formo- 
sa, and we immediately have the key to conti- 
nental invasion. When that is accomplished, 
then for the first time our Army can come to 
the relief of beleaguered China in numbers that 
will count, 

Nothing could stress the importance of these 
operations more than the Tokyo announcement 
that the Jap fleet, which has long avoided en- 
gagement, is in action. At long last, it may be 
that Japan feels the threat has become so 
great that the Navy must be risked. If so, a 
decisive battle of the Pacific war may be even 
now in progress. The news of these next few 
days, in short, may tell whether we have a job 
of six months or a year or of two years ahead. 
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To Make Victory Stick 


“How to make victory stick” is the gravest 
problem to be faced by the United Nations in 
the postwar period, said Edgar Ansel Mowrer, 
war correspondent and commentator, in his ad- 
dress at the Liberal Forum last night. This is 
obvious, so obvious that there is danger of pop- 
ular complacency about it. Hence a real service 
is performed by Mr. Mowrer as he goes about 
the country pointing out what the ordinary citi- 
zen’ can do to help bring about world security. 

The days when Americans could disregard for- 
eign affairs are over, he warned. Development 
of the airplane and such deadly devices as the 
robot bomb has made this truly “One World,” 
and a small world at that. ‘From now on, every- 
thing is interrelated.” So Mr. Mowrer urged 
that the American people become interested 
enough, curious enough, passionate enough to 
insist upon a foreign policy that will be a real 
force for building a peacefulworld, Public opin- 
jon can be exerted in many hays to achieving 
that end; it can see that the right men are elect- 
ed to Congress, and that the administration is 
supported in working out a durable postwar plan. 

The steps to be taken in the months ahead, he 
warned, “will decide who lives and who dies.” 
It is indeed high time fof every citizen to exe 
ercise his right to help mold our country’s for- 
eign policy, 
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Turbines for Russta 

Nine great turbines are now to be built in the 
United States for Russia, the War Production 
Board has announced. They will have an in- 
stalled capacity of 900,000 horsepower and will 
take four years to build, ship and install. These 
will replace those the Russians destroyed at 
Dnieprostroi in 1941, when the Hitlerite horde 
was sweeping over the Ukraine. 

Two things are notable about the new un- 
dertaking: Col. Hugh Cooper, a great American 
hydro-electric engineer who designed Wilson 
Dam, on the Tennessee River, 25 years ago, de- 
signed and installed the original structure on 
the Dnieper, which was one of the wonders of 
the new Soviet world; similarly today, the TVA 
engineers and designers have handled the plans 
for the nine new giant turbines. 

Again, Russia is not to get the generators on 
a lend-lease basis, but will pay for them, on lib- 
eral credit terms. 

But, their manufacture here, says WPB, will 
not be allowed to interfere with our own war 
equipment production, or that of ‘‘equipment 
needed for essential civilian purposes.” 

All of which is a foretaste of postwar trade 
with the Soviet Union, on a basis of sale, not 
gift. As Chairman Krug well said, this should 
be ‘‘a bond of friendship between the two coun- 
tries.”

‘Battle of the Oceans,"’ by Warren Armstrong. ( Ho 
race Liveright, New York.) 

There’s little glory in shoveling coal on a 
tanker that is apt at any moment to.scat- 
ter for miles under the impact of Nazi bomb 
or torpedo—and you with it. Merchant sea- 
men are “often undecorated, unchronicled, 
forgotten by all but few.” A British sailor 
has written here a full-dress story of the 
hardship and heroism of British merchant 
seamen from 1939 through 1943. 

Armstrong packs statistics and a lot ,of 
very human detail into his book. While the 
“phony war” lulled France into oblivion on 
the Continent, British merchant ships were 
going to the bottom regularly. The author 
tells how 20 men from one sub victim got 
into two boats and drifted for a week, and 
how some went crazy and jumped into “the 
Ditch,” as the sailors call the Atlantic.

Now that we are pointed the other wary, 
his pictures of Dunkerque (“the nightmare 
ferry’) are not so much melancholy as mag- 
nificent. He tells how Hitler boasted shortiy 
after Dunkerque that he ruled the North 
Sea. Yet, a week after the B. E. F. made 
the hazardous evacuation, 28 British freight- 
ers, carrying 100,000 tons of foodstuffs and 
materiel, docked at an Einglish port. 

His ironical description of the narrow 
English Channel at Calais makes us realize 
how keenly aware of its scanty protection 
Britons in 1940 must have been. In peace- 
time, an army of swimmers had crossed 
what was suddenly Britain's thin moat of 
protection against the blitz; a water-cyclist 
had peddled over, a surf-board rider had 
akipped across and one man had gone over 
on water-skis. On one occasion, two jolly 
gents raced across on a wager—one in a 
tub, the other in a coffin. 

But somehow, the vaunted Third Reich 
didn't make the grade, The “battle of the 
oceans” was at its peak when only the At- 
lantic lifeline kept Britain alive, when 
America was not yet in the war.

Besides compiling a full history of the 
British merchant marine in World War II, 
Armstrong rakes a landfall for a final 
chapter on what war has done for England. 
He wastes no words on the glory of royalty 
and the Cliveden set; reminds us that the 
growing strength of labor and Left parties 
throughout rural as well as urban England 
is a signpost to the future; describes the 
poverty from which most loyal Britons had 
to fight to save England, and says: 

“The Old England is dead, The new-born 
England is a fine, sturdy, strong infant, 
growing amazingly quickly and amazingly 
well, It has been a miracle of revitaliza- 
tion; something never conceived in the pipe- 
dreams or nightmares of those. outmoded 
‘experts’ and pseudo-politicians who no 
more represented England than Hitler did.” 

It was the people who won the Battle of 
Britain, and saved the island as a floatin 
airport from which we have now carried 
the war deep into Hitlers domains.

On the contrary, the 
charter was drafted by the author- 
ity of an alliance which already 
exists, and it will be submitted to 
this alliance as an instrument 
which the United Nations can use 
to maintain peace after they have 
won it. The association, the coa- 
lition, the grand alliance is to the 
charter what a nation is to its 
constitution: it is the living organ- 
ism which acts through a frame- 
work of agencies and under laws 
‘and agreements that are its own 
creation. 

That this charter is an instru- 
ment of the United Nations, which 
preceded it, which will adopt it, 
will use it, and may, of course, 
amend it, is shown by the fact 
that it is not to be the only instru- 
ment,

through the charter but through 
conventions and treaties dealing

Port parties of American Sea- 
bees, Royal Engineers and Royal 
Marines cleared mines, cut ramps 
and prepared roadways down to 
the beaches to receive the shore 
end of the piers. 

Gale Blowg Up. 

Everything went according to 
plan for 12 days and then the gale 
blew up. Steel and concrete 
breakwaters of the American har- 
bor were tossed onto the beach. 
The British port did not suffer so 
badly, however, and was soon 
completed. 

“The shelters provided by both 
harbors and three additional 
blockship shelters which stood ap 
well in the gale undoubtedly saved 
great loss of life and equipment, 
the announcement said, “Unload- 
ing on the beaches elsewhere was 
quite impossible, . . . Even on the 
worst day, 800 tons of gasoline 
and ammunition, as well as many 
troops, were landed over the 
piers.” 

Seabees Built One. 

Construction of the American 
harbor was the responsibility of 
the United States Navy Seabees, 
while that of the British harbor 
was Royal Navy and Army. It was 
a British responsibility to deliver 
the equipment. 

It was no easy matter to pro- 
duce a pier hundreds of feet long 
on a flat beach, with a rise and 
fall of tide exceeding 20 feet. 

Of this. perplexing problem 
Prime Minister Churchill sent 
operations chiefs a note which is 
typical] of the whole stupendous 
task: 

“Piers must float up and down 
with the tide. . . . Let me have 
the best solution. Don’t argue the 
matter. The difficulties will argue 
for themselves.”

F’ YOU are not acquainted with 
| cooked cucumbers, you have 

missed a taste treat. Cucum- 
bers can be made into a most del- 
icate and ‘delicious soup. Green 
ones with deep skins have a love- 
ly pale green flesh and will make 
a more lively colored soup than 
ripe cucumbers, whose flesh is a 
faint amber. The flavor of both 
are equally good. A thin white 
sauce is an excellent base, and a 
sayce made of equal parts of milk 
and rich chicken or’ veal broth 
would be even better. A little on- 
ion does much for the flavor, but 
it must be added with discretion or 
it will steal the show, and the 
soup becomes onion rather than 
cucumber. There are a number 
of ways to prepare and add the 
cucumber. Both the green and 
the ripe variety need to be 
peeled; however, the seeds of only 
the ripe ones should be removed and 
discarded. The cucumbers may be 
finely diced or coarsely grated. [If 
you use ripe cucumbers, the color 
can be brightened by adding fine- 
ly chopped parsley or a dash of 
paprika just before serving. Al- 
ways serve soup piping hot, with 
something very crisp—either crisp 
melba toast, crisp crackers or 
crisp celery. At this time of the 
year, fresh, hot-toasted or reheat- 
ed crackers make the soup some- 
thing extra nice on chilly days. 

Cream of Cucumber Soup. 


Three tablespoons margarine; 
three tablespoons flour; three cups 
milk; one teaspoon salt; two me- 
mium cucumbers; one-half. tea- 
spoon salt; one cup water; one- 
half teaspoon grated onion. 

Melt margarine in top of dou- 
ble boiler over direct heat. Add 
flour gradually and blend well, 
Add milk slowly, stirring con- 
stantly, until mixture boils and 
thickens. Add salt. Place over 
boiling water and continue to 
cook. Meanwhile, peel and dice 
the cucumber into small pieces. 
Cook in boiling, salted water until 
just tender, five minutes. Add 
white sauce to cucumbers, flavor 
with onion and serve at once.

: HE young girl who has a slightly blemished skin should 
t learn what causes the blemishes and how to correct the 
condition, 

Blackheads are caused by improper functioning of the 
skin oil glands. Pores. become congested with natural secre- 
tions instead of throwing them out through a perspiration. 
Unless the pores are assisted in their throwing off duty, black- 
heads will result and an infected blackhead makes a pimple. 

The primary rule in caring for an erupted skin is proper 
eleansing. Every day use pure, mild antiseptic soap with a 
span clean face brush or cloth. Every other night you might 
use a herbal cleansing pack. This is soaked in hot water for 
three minutes to steep its contents and then rubbed on the 
skin as you would a face cloth. ;

A HERBAL MILK will cleanse the skin well. Rinse the 
skin with fresh cotton dipped in the water in which the pack 
was soaked, Then sponge face generously with a skin fresh- 
ener which has been slightly chilled. After the skin is dry 
apply acne lotion. 

Do not use any fatty or oily cream or lotion on your skin 
if it is blemished. Use soap instead of cleansing cream and 
use acne lotion instead of a night cream or makeup foun- 
dation. * 
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IN THE MORNING another soap washing, then a patting 
with chilled skin freshener, (Oily skin needs a mild astringent 
inatead of the freshener.) Then smooth on evenly some of the 
acne lotion which is tinted flesh tone. This leaves a dull fin- 
ish to the skin and no powder is necessary. Avoid using 
rouge, either powdered or cream, and rely on a gay lipstick 
earefully painted on with a brush to detract from the slightly 
eoncealed blemishes. 

Three or four weeks of this treatment, with proper diet, 
elimination and rest, should restore beauty to the skin that 
was blemished. 


Speaking of makeup, there is not much you can 
do to cover up acne. When acne is due to an accumu- 
lation of waste material in the body, Patricia Lindsay 
recommends a corrective diet. This diet is offered 
in her booklet “Acne Diet,” No. 601.

Doctor on 
Infections 


Of Sinuses

Logan Clendening, M. D. 
E HAVE heard a good deal 
W inore since the war began 
than we ever did before about 

tropical diseases. But there is at 
least one great temperate climate 
disease-—-chronic sinus infection of 
the nose. This is literally a good 
description. It is almost unknown 
among natives of the tropics or of 
Arctic or sub-Arctiic regions, 

What are the elements. that 
make it a temperate climate dis- 
ease? Well, in the first place, a 
temperate climate is where the 
largest number of people are 
crowded together and close _ to- 
gether. They get indoors together, 
in which their habits are different 
from their tropical neighbors. The 
Eskimos go inside, or at least so I 
have heard, but there are not so 
many of them. This first element 
then in making “sinus” a temper- 
ate disease is that.in a temperate 
climate people swap germs with 
greater frequency and facility. 

Another factor is that in the 
temperate zone the vegetation is 
of the sort that is liable to be wind 
pollinated, and dust flies around, 
so we have the allergic, or vaso- 
motor, rhinitis type of chronic 
sinus,

STILL ANOTHER factor is an- 

atomical, The temperate zone in- 


‘ habitant tends to have a thin nose 


with poor drainage, a disadvan- 
tage from the sinus viewpoint 
over the broad nose of both the 
South Sea Islander and the Eski- 
mo. ‘ 

Whatever the reasons it is cer- 
tainly here in full force. Thefe 
have been a good many advances 
in the medical knowledge of the 
condition. In general, more con- 
seryative methods of treatment 
are now selected by the nose and 
throat specialists. Nasal ventila- 
tion and drainage are in most 
cases now secured without radical 
removal of the nasal septum. Elec- 
tro surgery is used to shrink the 
swollen turbinates of the nose, Ir- 
radiation by the X-ray and ra- 
dium will remove lymphoid tissue 
and polyps with the minimum of 
inconvenience. And the X-ray has 
proven most useful in diagnosis 
when the latest technique is used 
to show al] the anatomical details 
present. 

Still, with all the improvements 
the chronic sinus sufferer can still 
hardly look forward to any com- 
plete and magical relief. The very 
stars in their coursts are against 
that. Or to be less poetical, what 
Dr. Johnson would have called the 
anfrachiosities (to save you a visit 
to the dictionary, that means work- 
ings and turnings) of the inside of 
the nose are against it. You get 
a few rats trapped in the Mam- 
moth Cave and it is hard to get 
them all out with a small garden 
hose. You get a few germs wan- 
dering around the caverns of the 
nose and it is hard to get them 
all out permanently with a nasal 
spray or a nasal douche, 

~* * 

THE DIFFERENCE between the 
fellow who has an infective sinus 
disease due to germs and an al- 
lergy due to pollens or dust or 
food can be distinguished by the 
victim himself. For the fairly rare 
individual who has never picked 
up a chronic sinus infection, a 
winter cold, to one of which we 
are each entitled, lasts about six 
weeks and then he is probably im- 
mune, perhaps for the fest of the 
winter, or perhaps until spring. 

The germ-sinus subject has one 
that lasts a little longer, he is a 
little more susceptible to another, 
but he finally.manages to acquire 
a fairly long period of immunity 
and freedom from discomfort. But 
the fellow with the allergic coryza 
is always sniffling. No sooner 
does he get rid of one stubbed ub 
dose than he gets another. You 
may find his spray gun in the 
bathroom or. in a drawer in his 
desk or on the mantle piece. Of 
course only too frequently a 
chronic germ infection of the si- 
nuses sensitizes to allergy of mul- 
tiple natures and those people I 
just feel sorry for.

‘ Don't Expect Too Much of Postwar Flying, Warns Veteran Helicopter Pilot 


By Helen Clanton 


F you're saving up money to 
| order a little helicopter after 

the war for convenient hops be- 
tween town, office and country 
home, vacation spots and urban 
life, don’t be too disappointed 
if your dream doesn’t materialize 
for five or 10 years. Capt. John 
Miller, veteran autogiro and heli- 
copter pilot, thinks it will be at 
least that long before any such 
private transportation will de- 
velop, Even then, he says, “You 
can’t trust just anyone who can 
drive a car in the air. It’s not 
safe.” So you see, you may be 
ground-bound for some time to 
come, 

Capt. Miller, now a pilot for 
Eastern Airlines, has been think- 
ing about and experimenting with 
rotary-wing aircraft for about 21 
years. When he was 18, back in 
1923, Juan de la Cierva, the Span- 
ish aeronautical engineer, devel- 
oped the autogiro, Miller had just 
soloed in the air for the first time. 
(He confesses now that he 
sneaked an old Canadian Jenny, 
the property of a barnstorming 
pilot, off a cow pasture by him- 
self, and lived to tell the tale. 


“Didn’t hurt the plane any, 
either,” Miller brags.) “I thought 
the autogiro was the most won- 
derful thing that ever happened,” 
the pilot explains. “So I wrote a 
letter to de la Cierva in Spain, 
asking him all about the new 
type of aircraft. I got an answer, 
too. Only it was in Spanish, and 
T had the devié of a time getting 
it translated!”

am@ ILLER, one of Eddie Ricken- 
M backer’s handsome cowboys, 

probably has more hours in 
the air with rotary-wing aircraft 
than anyone else in this country. 
After graduation from Pratt In- 
stitute in Brooklyn, and comple- 
tion of flying instruction (he was 
persuaded to go to school after 
that cow-pasture incident), he 
took on one job after another dem- 
onstrating and experimenting with 
various types of aircraft for man- 
ufacturers. He was associated with 
Harold Pitcairn in Philadelphia 
when he made the first trans- 
continental tour of this country 
with an autogiro in 1931, and in 
1932 he demonstrated the fact that 
an autogiro could loop the loop 
at the Cleveland air races. “I guess 
I was the only guy fool enough to 
try it,” he laughs now. “Did over 
300 loops with one ship, too, and 
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CAPTAIN JOHN MILLER 


never even busted a wing. It 
sounds foolish, but I was trying 
to prove that a ‘giro could take 
a” 

Later Miller went with Kellett 
Autogiro Corporation, because he 
had an idea that short commercial 
hops with rotary-wing ships would 
be efficient and practical. “That's 
how I happened to operate the 
first commercial mail route with 
a ‘giro,” he explains. “For one 
year, 1939 and ‘40, I made five 
round trips daily with mail from 
the roof of the Philadelphia gen- 
eral postoffice to the airport at 
Camden, N. J. Of course, when 
the war came along, the service 
had to be discontinued, but I had 
proved that the idea was practi- 
ean 

But here’s where one of the 
chief difficulties of operation of 
rotary-wing airoraft comes in 
and one of the big reasons why 
Miller doesn’t think the general 
public will be able to operate 
helicopters.
